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1.  STUDENT  ASSISTANTS  FOR  THE 

SUMMER  MONTHS : 

ITiis  summer  a student  em- 
ployment project  for  University 
students  will  again  be  put  on  by 
the  Florida  Relief  Administration, 
Vie  hope  to  have  fifteen  of  these 
students  assigned  to  various  CCC 
Camps  of  the  State,  to  assist  the 
camp  educational  adviser  in  the 
educational  and  recreational  pro- 
gram. 

These  students  will  not  be 
assigned  as  teachers,  but  as  as- 
sistants to  the  camp  educational 
adviser.  The  student  v/ill  natural- 
ly not  be  required  to  have  a defi- 
nite number  of  men  enrolled.  The 
camp  educational  adviser  can  use 
the  assistant  in  any  manner  he 
wishes;  however,  it  must  be  in 
the  nature  of  educational  or  re- 
creational work. 

Last  summer  a similar  pro- 
ject was  carried  out  v/ith  excel- 
lent results.  Since  it  is  under- 
stood that  only  men  of  unusual 
ability  can  be  used  to  an  advant- 
age by  the  educational  advisers 
in  work  of  this  type,  only  hand 
picked  material  is  used. 

As  soon  as  possible  this 
office  would  like  a v/ritten  re- 
quest from  the  Commanding  Officer 
and  the  camp  educational  adviser 
of  each  of  the  camps  desiring  the 
services  of  one  of  these  student 
assistants.  Only  juniors  and  sen- 
iors will  be  used  on  the  project. 
Some  of  the  men  v/ho  went  out  last 
summer  v/ill  again  be  available. 

If  you  vifould  like  to  have 
the  same  man  you.  had  last  summer 
be  sure  to  advise  us.  immediate- 
ly, Remiember  that  assistants  will 
not  be  sent  into  any  camp  unless 
we  have  a written  request  from 
the  Commanding  Officer  and  the 
educational  adviser,  if  there  is 
an  adviser  stationed  at  the  camp. 


The  FloridaEmergency  Relief 
Administration  is  furnishing  the 
funds  for  this  employment.  The 
average  to  be  earned  by  each  stu- 
dent is  '';J200,  Each  student  may 
receive  ^;.30,00  during  the  ncriod 
of  employment,  the  remaind/v/ill 
be  held  in  escrov/,  to  be  remitted 
to  the  student  in  equal  monthly 
installments  over  a period  of 
eight  months  during  the  1935-36 
school  year. 

Each  camp  will  naturally 
be  expected  to  give  the  student 
quarters  while  in  camp,  prefer- 
ably with  the  camp  educational 
adviser. 


2 . VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE: 

in  a recent  circular  Mr, 
William  P,  Dunn,  District  Edu- 
cational Adviser  for  District 
"H”,  shov/ed  that  a great  number 
of  the  enrollees  in  the  education- 
al program  in  his  District  v/ere 
interested  in  agriculture  and  ex- ' 
pected.  to  go  back  to  it  as  a life 
work,  on  their  return  home.  He 
also  went  on  to  show  that  it  was 
very  hard  to  get  the  men  interest- 
ed in  agricultural  training. 

The  educational  advisers 
should  try  to  give  the  men  some- 
thing ?/hich  will  help  them  when 
they  do  go  back  to  the  farm.  The 
State  Director  of  Agricultural 
training  has  directed  all  the 
teachers  of  vocational  agricult- 
ure to  assist  the  camp  education- 
al advisers  when  possible.  See 
the  vocational  agriculture  teacher 
in  your  county  and  talk  the  matter 
over  with  him.  Together  a^ou  should 
be  able  to  work  out  something 
which  would  be  of  a great  help 
to  the  farm  boys  in  your  camp. 

You  v;ill  have  to  work  it 
out  so  that  it  will  interest 
the  men  if  you  expect  it  to  be 
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successful.  In  most  cases  farm 
projects  have  proven  very  inter- 
esting to  the  enrollecs. 

5.  CARE  OF  LANTERN  SLIDES: 

Camp  educational  advisers 
should  be  careful  in  handling 
lantern  slides  and  other  borrov/- 
ed  material.  It  has  come  to  our 
attention  that  one  camp  has  mis- 
placed two  sets  of  lantern  slides. 
This  is  a loss  of  approximately 
‘j)125,00.  Special  care  should  be 
taken  in  sending  slides  from  camp 
to  the  Express  Office,  In  several 
cases  the  slides  have  been  dam- 
aged in  transit  from  camp  to  rail- 
head, These  services  are  for  your 
convenience.  It  is  to  be  remember- 
ed, however,  that  losses  of  and 
damages  done  to  borrowed  material 
must  be  borne  by  the  borrower.
